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= he Young Architect Award was estab- 
lished 21 years ago to recognize indi- 
viduals between 29 and 39 years of 
age who have demonstrated, through 
their practice and professional service, 
general excellence and exceptional 
promise. Candidates are recommended by 
established members of the architectural 
community. The winners are chosen by a 
jury of Chicago architects, many of whom 
are past winners of the award.
